all fame and credit to themſelues, by ſhewing their valour 
vpon ide common enemy of God, andtheir Countrp, and on 
fach as are the Generall diſturbers of all tranquility and 
peace (nChzitendome, 

This young Knight (bauing made pꝛouiſion of foure 
Sbippes and two Pinnaſſes : to wit, the D2agon,whereof 
þ!mſelfe was Captaine, and n the Lyon, whereof 
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was Captaine apoung Gentleman called a. Tho. Sherley 
Uicc-admeral:the Geozge, whoſe Captaſne was Captatne 
Flood and Reare-atmirall : the Ufrgin commaunded by 
Captaine Nichols: the Katherin by Captaſne Pouye: and 
the Nan by Captains Cubden : ) bauing I ſap ſafficfentlye 
pꝛouſded, munition, and furniſhed theſe ſixe Sips, wu Pars 
riners, viquals, and all other neteſſar ies fit foz his pꝛetended 
voyage, with 900. Land men, to the great charge of theſapd 
Sit Ihomas and others bis friends The Sbips fo2 want of 
commodious windes lay long at Hampton and the Cowes 
befozc they could put to ea. 

Tburſday being the firſt dap of Apzill 1 60 2. che whols 
Fleete put to Sea from the Cowes about ſeauen of theclocke 
in the moꝛning, the winde being Nozth-weſt: the next dap. 
we were athwart Dartmouth, the weather faire, and the 
winde Nozth-welt. 

Satterdapthethirddap,the winde ſcanfedat South, wee 

met with fire ſaile boundfo2 Roche ll, whereof 4. were Eng⸗ 
lich, and the other two Dutch Ships. 
Bundap the fourth dap, we bad the winde auth vnt ill it 
was no one, and then it came to the Meſt Roꝛth · weſt. The 
lame night Captatne Cobden abſented bimſelfe with þ Nan, 
not bidding theadmiral adicu.The 5 dap wagfaire weather,

Friday the 18. dap, sur Admer all ſenttbeKatherinto Plim- 
mouth fozthe Nan : the ſamentght the winde came faire at 
nozthenozthno2theaft, but our admiral attending p returns 
of the ſaid two Pinnaſſes vntil the 20.dap at noone, the wind 
fcanted: «the 21. day was ſo great a tempeſt at Soutbweſt, 
that we were foꝛted to put in at Plimmouth, 

On ͤ Thurſdap being tbe 27. dap, our Admiral diſconered 
à tac ion ſturri d by ſoure ot bis Land Captatnes: to wit, 
Captatne Alley. Captaine Goare,C aptaine Firzhuſe , Caps 
taine Dalby, and a Leifetenant: which at the firſt our Av- 
_ miral appeaſed(as he thought)but after ward, on Fryday kol⸗ 

lowing, tbe fire was agatne kindled, ſo that they fo:ſoke our

Datterday being the firſf of Pay at midnight, the winde 
tame łaire. bat Sir Thomas tould not get his men abooꝛd vn- 
tilt wo ofthe clocke after midnight. The third and faurth 

dayes the winde Roꝛzthweſt with faire weather, The aft 
day was calme , wee met with Roſwell the Parchant tn a 
Sbippe of Douer laten with Spaniards, wich bad bin ta- 
ken, and were age ine ſent into Spaine. Dur Admirall(ſifting 
bis companies) found that be had leſt 40 of his men a ſhaare 
ſuch as had no intent to follow the Captaines which had to: ⸗ 
ſakenthe vopage. All this night the winde was South welt 
with a bon gaelle,vntil Tburſdap the 5.day about noone, and 
then it came into the No2th and by Weſt: the 7. 8. 49. daics 
kalte weather.

Dn Tewſday the 11. dap, wer entended to haue landed at

Thurſday the 13 dap, faire weather: this dap wee hulled 
all dap withm ſight ok land, and about 12 ofthe clocke in the 
night we landed 400. men in a ſandy Caue, halte a mile from 
thetowne , withſuch ſilence, that our Nauntguard, and Sir 
Thomas bimſclfe being on ſhoare two honres at the lest, be⸗ 


fo:e the reſt tame, the towne toke no allarum: about 3.ofthe 


clocke in the moꝛning we entred the to wne, and toke it with⸗ 
put any reſiſtance.

Frivdap the 14. dap, a bout 9,of theclocke inthe moꝛning, 
there appeared certaine bandes: whercupon one of the Cap- 
tains(whome Euphoniz gratis J ſpare toname)poſſeſſedthe - 
copanies w ſuch afeare(3 know not vpon what vain imma- 
gination)that theprety2cd from the towne ſome half mile, ſo 
that our Admeral dad much to do with many perſwaſions to 
canſe the toreturne, wherby they ofthe town had gained ſuf- 
ficient time to carry e counap away their beſt gods; and at 
dis comming back, þ enemy was grownemuch ſtronger vp- ' 
on thehils,Then Sir Tho.-dzewout . Auncients with ſome 
200, men: to doit, bis own, Captaine Vachans, Capt. Carpen- 
ters, Captaine Sherleys and Captaine Catesbyes, and made 
a ſtand with the Colours, ſending Captaine Pouy, Captaine 
Catesby, and Captaine nigges with 40. ſhot and a o. pykes, to 
ſkirmilh with the enemy. At the firſt encounter the enemy 
fled the lald Captaine (chaũng them a mile and a halle) ound 
a Caſtle on the Sea ſide, which vpon the firſt attempt they 
fo:cedandtooke : fromtbence thep marched halle a mile ſur⸗ 
ther,toa ſmal to on called Tauaredo, wher in was great ſtoze 
of wheate, wine « fiſh; the ſame night we retired to our ſhips. 
| 1 Satterday 
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Walterdap the 15, day inthe moning we landed againe 
a mile from I auaredo with 250. men, 5 0O. at the leaſt of 
the enemies loking on while we marched to Tauaredo;where 
(alter guardes fet vpon all the aduennes of the Towne) Sy; 
Thomas ſent Captaine Pouie, Captain e Ruggs,and Captain 
Carpenter, to diſcouer the Countrey,accompanied with ſome 
60, lquldiers,(Capfaine Sy ms being left in the Towne, to ſee 
fiſh and wing ſhipped fo2 our pꝛouiſion) ©y; Thomas himlelfe 
with Captaine Sherley, and Capfaine Hawkins, and 48. 
ſduldiers, went to a P2yozie which ftod halfe a mile from the 


. Towne, but when they came thither, they found the ſame a⸗ 


bandoned,and nothing left,but bokes and pictures onelp. 
The Captaines befoze named which were ſent to diſco- 
ter , marched two miles to a Towne called Fygurao , which 
they toke, the Earle therofwith all his neighbours being fled, 
Dur Uauntguard was here much engaged , enuironed with 
3 OO, men in Armes. They ſent to our Admirall fo re- 
lieue them, which he accozdingly accompliſhed with 6 o. men, 


' whereof Captaine Sherley, accompanied with Catesbie and 


Hawkins, marched in the Waunt with 30. men, and Sy; 
Thomas with Captaine Androwes in the Reare, with other 
30. But fo2 their retrait, P. Keuet with 20, men was left 
beſive the Manaſterie, to make the ſame god. With theſe few 


men Captaine Pouie was relieued with a god retrait, ſkirmi- 
_ Gingperpetually, and ener beating the enemie, whoſe fozces 


continually encreaſed , and yet we carried away luchneedfull 
p2ouiſid as we found in Tauaredo, notwithſtanding we were 
continually vered with allarums by great troups both of hoſe 
and fate, yet would the enemy neuer make god any bzauado, - 
About th2&of the clocke there came one fo p: Thomas 
with a flagge of truce , whoſe requeſt was to fozbeare fo fire 
Tauaredo. But he was anſwered that all the thze& places 
Gould be fyꝛed, if within one houre they did not deliuer 20. ho⸗ 
Tages, which Could 0 the raunſome ol the thꝛer

Townes, fo be paide the next day by none. The Agent retur⸗ 
ned within his heure, offering to baing Hoſtages the next moz- 
ning. But our Admirall( net a little moued) returned him with 
a lcoꝛnetull and ſterne viſage in ſtead of an anſwere, and then 
(after we had carried abw2d ſuch pꝛouiſion as we thought god, 
and ſuffered our men to pillage what they could) we began to 
fire the Towne, At which very inſtant there came a Gen⸗ 
tleman to p: Thomas, called Don lohan de 5a, who ol⸗ 
fercd fine hoſtages foz the ranſome of the Tobones. pz Tho- 
mas was contented , ſo that himſelfe would then remaine fox 
one , andthat the other foure ſhould be with him within halfe 
an houre. Don Iohan ſtaped, but the reſt refaled to make god 
his wozd, ſaying that the other foure ſhould come in the moz- 
ning. By this time the Countrey was growne very hotte, 
fo: which way ſoener we loked , we might behold armed 
troapes, of £000, 02 500. ina company at leaſt, by all mens 
iudgement between 3. and 4000. men in view, ſo as our Ads 
mirall with his company was now beſieged. Wherevpon we 
marched thze miles along the Sea ũde, ſeunding our Dꝛums 
all the way, and our boats following as neare the ſhoꝛe as they 
could, the enemie notwithſtanding his great multitude, nol 
once daring to offer any alarum ozother impediment while we 

thus marched from him. 
By two of the clocke in the mozning our men were all 
boated, though with (mall p2ofit, yet not without great honoz, 
Sp2 Thomas refuſing to enter info the laſt boate , vntill hes 
had ſene the laſt man in befoze him: and (his (hip lying far⸗ 
theſt out) he was thereby i in great danger to haue bene dꝛow⸗ 
ned, foz amyſt riſing, dimmed ſo the light which was hanged 

out ol his ſhip, that the ſame could not be diſcerned, the winde 
being moſt boyCerous with a great ſtoꝛme, his boate rowed 
two miles into the Seca , and there rode two houres vutillfing 
of the clocke, that the myſt vegan to bꝛeake vp. 
Dundap the 16. day in the moaning, the Jnhabitants of

entreating him that he would no moꝛe land his people to dere 
poꝛze miſerable men, This afternone Don Iohan de Pyna 
made a waiting to the admiral, declaring that vpon the earneſ 
requeſt of al the inhabitants ofthe Countrey)he was come vn⸗ 
to him as their D2atoz, where vpon Sir Thomas ſet him frit 
on ſhoꝛe, and departed thence, eee 
Mondap, we had the winde at Weſt with faire weather. 
Tueldap the 1 8. wedneſvay the 1 9, faire weather, the 
winde Nozth-eaſt. This day we determined to goe to the Fles 
of Canarcs,fo take Garrechico, AY 
Thurſday the 20. dap, the ſaid enterpꝛiſe was found to be 
full ofdifficultie, by reaſon that we vnderſtod that the plague 
raigned there extreamlp,and therefoze we altered our purpoſe, 
and determined to attempt Aymounte . This day and the next 
the winde blew very high at Nozth Qoꝛth· eaſt. 
The 21. day we met with a Fleete of Danes, whom (af 
ter ſome ſpeeches t examinations) we ſuffred as friends quiet⸗ 
ly to depart, and the ſame night we doubled the Cape . Vin 
cent, Datetday the 22. calme. 5 
The (ame dap was ſpent in conſulting, and labouring 
pꝛeuent many diſoꝛders whichhapned in our fozmerlandings, 
Sundapthe 23. dax, the wind was Cat. Monday the 24. 


N caline weather, Tueſday the 2 7. dap, we met with Captaine 


Iollff, whorepozted vnto vs that the Quenes ſhips had met 
with the Spanich Flete, 

Wednciday the the 2 8. day, we landed at the watering 
place in the Bap of Langurſt to refreſh our ſelues, but we 
found it abandoned and nothing left. 

Thurſday the 29. day, (the winde being at Nozth) wee 
ſiod backe againe foz Aymounte. Friday about 10. ol y clock 
in the night, we anchoꝛed at the Barre fote ol Ay mounte, and 
had that night attempted the Town but fo2 two impediments, 

The one was, ſoʒ that the Lyon (wherein were 3. ol the land 
companies, being a moſt Le- ward Cart) anchoꝛed ſo fare off, 
that her men could hardly reach * befoze dag.

The other was,fo2thatthe Uirgin track vpo the Barre, and 
could not begotten off befoze dap, by reaſon whereof we diſcos 
neredour ſelues befoze we could land,wherefoze on the Mun⸗ 
day following we determined to attempt Algufero,a Towne 
and way betweene Lagos and Aymounte, 


MLueſday being the firſt of June, and wedneſday the ſe⸗ 


cond, we had faire weather, the winde foz the moſt part at 
Nozth.Thurſday wozning abrut 7. of the clocke, we landed 
. wo miles to the Weſtward of the Towne , and marched di- 
rectly vnto the enemy,making many ſhewes by the way, but 
durlt not once offer to fight with vs, neither did we pꝛoler any 
\ ſkirmiſh, becauſe we had an other errant, But being appꝛoa- 
ched the towne, we found it to be the ſtrongeſt ſmaſ peece that 
euer we had ſcene; foz it is ſcituate vpon a Rock, which contai⸗ 
neth no moze ground than the circuite ofthe towne, haning 3. 
walles one within the other, Notwithſtanding Sir Thowas 
deſirous to try his foztune,if perhaps any god ſucceſſe might 
haue happened accozding to his defire, ſent Captaine Vachan 
and Captain Norris with 30. ſhot and 2c. pikes, to entertain 
a ſkirnuſh on that five the Towne where all his men were ens 
battailed, whileſt Captaine Pouie and Lieftenant Huggens 
were appointed to diſcouer the Towne round, but they found 
it ol like flrength euery where, and cxceedingly well manned: 
foz all the gentlemen of the country thereabouts were dzawne 
thither koz the defence therol. CUherevpon we retired, but by 
the way we entertained diuers (mall ſkirmiſhes with the e⸗ 
nemie, who offered many bꝛaues, but would endure nothing: 
in which fight we loſt one man, and an other was hurt. But 
afterwards by conference vpõ exchange ol pꝛiſoners, we were 
credibly enfoʒmed, that our Ozdenance had ſhzewdly toꝛn that 
ſide ol the to wne toward p Seaward, and killed many of their 
men, beides ſundzy which we had ſlain t hurt in p ſkirmiſhes, 
Dur Admirall (being returned from this place) called all the 
Captaines and Maiſters to counſell, and finding that the alla⸗ 
rum was lo hot in Spaine and Portugall, all along the —

lution was taken to goe to Gratioſa, to repaire our vicualles, 

and to refreſh our men, whereol many were ficke, |

Daterday the | 2, day, the wind being at Sonth-weſt, we 

appointed to go to p Illes of Bayon to water (all hope of Gra- 
tioſa being cut off ) and ſs intended to haue taken ſome (mall 
towne there fo2 our refreſhing, 

Sunday the 1 3, day faire weather, the wind was at ſouth 
ſouth · weſt:the next day ſo likewiſe. And then we were within 
| ſight of the Allands, but ſo farLee-ward,that we could not fetch 
them:neither was it ill foꝛ vs, ſoꝛ our Admirall(examining our 
ſtrengths) found moꝛe the thzee parts ot our me to be extream⸗ 
ly ſick, c our dzink almoſt conſumed , foz he had but foure tuns 
ol Beere leſt in his owne ſhip foz 260. men, whercof 190. at 
leaͤſt were grieuoullp ſicke. 

Pereppon by generall aduice and conſent of all our Cap⸗ 
faines and Paiſters, on Tueſday being the 1 5, day of June, 
| we directed our courſe foz England, The 16. day we chaſed a 
ſhip into the Groyne, andthe next day 5. other ſhips into the 
- ſame plate, the night following being exceeding ſtozmie,with a 
ſonth-weft wind, the Lyon, the Geozge, and the Dꝛagon, loft 
each of them a boate,and the Lyon ſpent her top Baſt. 

Thus after a tedious and vnp2ofitable voyage (though 7s 
mous and honourable to our Engliſh nation)the ſhips arriued 
at Hampton the 10. day of June, 160 2, not without god 
bote and pillage gotten by the Parriners and (ouldiers, Foz 
Which the Almightie God the chiefe gouernour and directer of 
all things in this wozld) be bleſſed and pꝛaiſed. Amen. 
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
